mercury is then ca refully boiled, a nd a s 
soon a s it expa nds, filling the tube a nd 
bulb with va por, the end of the tube is 
a ga in introduced into the mercury which 
a ga in fills both tube und bulb. 
The in 
strumcut is then hea ted to the highest 
point intended for it to register, a nd the 
excess of mercury Mows out, a fter which 
the end of the tube is closed. 
After this 
the freezing a nd boiling points of wa ter 
(¿ 2 a nd 212 degrees) a re ma rked a nd the 
immedia te gra da tions put in, when the 
thermometer is rea dy for use.
